Sib, 

I have the honour to submit the following Half-yearly 
Report, July-December, 1904, on the Banking and Rail- 
way Statistics of Ireland. As regards Banks and Bank- 
ing in Ireland the Report states (I.) the deposits and cash 
balances in Joint Stock Banks ; (II.) the deposits in Post 
Office and Trustees Savings Banks in Ireland ; (III.) the 
amount of the Government Funds, India Stocks, 
Guaranteed Land Stock, and War Stock upon which 
dividends are payable at the Bank of Ireland ; (IV.) the 
Note Circulation of the Irish Banks of Issue • and (V.) 
the development of Co-operative Credit Associations in 
Ireland. As regards Railways in Ireland the Report 
states (1) the weekly traffic receipts ; (2) the total traffic 
in passengers and goods and the receipts therefrom ; 
(8) the total authorised share and loan capital, &c. ; and 
(4) the total expenditure, rolling stock, &c. Two 
Statistical Diagrams are placed in this Report to 
illustrate respectively the growth of Irish Banking since 
the year I860 (page 14), and the weekly receipts of 
Irish Railways in the years 1903 and 1904 (page 32). 

Banks. 

I. Deposits and Gash Balances in Joint Stock Banks. 

The deposits and cash balances in the Joint Stock 
Banks at the close of December, 1904, as shown in 
Table I, stood at £46,115,000 (exclusive of £2,212,000 
Government and other Public Balances in the Bank of 
Ireland), as compared with £45,399,000 at the cor- 
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lesponding period in the year 1903, being an increase of 
£716,000. The amount of deposits and cash balances 
returned for December last is the highest on record. 

The following tables, I. and Ia. show the growth of 
the deposits and cash balances in Irish Joint Stock Banks.

Tables IV. and IVa. show the progress of the total 
accumulation of small savings in Post Office and 
Trustees Banks in Ireland. From Table IV. it will be 
seen that the total amount in the Post Office and 
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Trustees Savings Banks in Ireland in December, 1904, 
was £12,302,000 as compared with £12,004,000 for 
the corresponding period of the year 1903. There 

was thus, in the year 1904, an increase of £298,000 a 

sum less by £236,000 than the increase of £534,000 
recorded in the year 1903. 

It will be also observed that there has been an increase 
in each year since 1884, and that the balance in Savings 
Banks on the 31st December 1904, was nearly treble 
the amount to the credit of depositors at the close 
of the year 1884, the first year for which statistics 
are given in the Table. The total of the balances in the 
Savings Banks is the highest amount of which there is 
record.

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Table IV. (a), in which the amount of small savings is 
set forth by half-years for the past eleven years, shows 
that during that period , the half-yearly balances in Savings 
Banks in Ireland continuously increased. The increase 
in the six months ended 31st December last is £2,000 
more than that for the previous half-year, and £133,000 
below the average increase for the twenty-one other half- 
yearly periods showing increases during the years 
covered by the Table. As between the Post Office 
Savings Banks and the Trustees Savings Banks the net 
increase of £150,000 in the Balances for the December 
half-year, 1904, is made up of an increase of £162,000 in 
the case of the former, and a decrease of £12,000 in the 
case of the latter.

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Another interesting aspect of the small savings problem 
is illustrated by the following Table (IY. (b)), which shows 
the number of accounts .open in each class of Savings 
Banks on the 31st of December in each year of the period 
1884-1903. The growth of the number of depositors in 
the case of the Post Office Savings Banks is very re- 
markable, having increased in 1903, as compared with 

1884, by as much as 258 per cent.

It will be seen from Table Y. that on the 31st December 
last the total amount of the Government Funds, India 
Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock,'* Guaranteed 2f per 
cent. Stock (Land Purchase Act, 1903), and War Stock! 
on which dividends are payable at the Bank of Ireland, 
was £35,602,000, or £1,273,000 (Guaranteed Land Stock 
increased by £36,000), over the amount for the 
close of the year 1903, and £11,247,000 in excess of 
that for December, 1897, the last year in which a 
decline in the amount of these securities is shown. With 
reference to these increases it is to be noted that the 
amount of Guaranteed Land Stock for 31st December 
last was £13,179,000,1 against £13,143,000 for the cor- 
responding day of the preceding year, and £12,248,000 
for the last day of 1902 ; and that War Stock amounted 
to £464,000 on 31st December, 1904, against £381,000 
on 31st December, 1903.

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The results of the analysis of the foregoing Tables 
are : — 

1st. That in December, 1904, there was an increase 
of Deposits and Cash Balances in the Irish 
Joint Stock Banks as compared with the cor- 
responding period in 1903, amounting to 
£716,000. 

2nd. That there was an increase of £1,534,000 in 
Deposits and Cash Balances in the Irish Joint 
Stock Banks in December, 1904, as compared 
with June of that year. 

3rd. That there was an increase of £298,000 in the 
Deposits in Savings Banks in Ireland in 
December, 1904, as compared with the close 
of the year 1903, there having been an increase 
of £300,090 in the sum in the Post Office 
Savings Banks, and a decrease of £2,000 in 
the amount in the Trustees Banks. 

4th. That there was an increase of £150,000 in 
the Deposits in Savings Banks in December, 
1904, as compared with the amount for June 
in that year. 

5th. That the amount (in December, 1904) of 
Government Funds, India Stocks, Guaranteed 
Land Stock, Guaranteed 2§ per cent. Stock 
(Land Purchase Act, 1903), and War Stock, on 
which dividends are payable at the Bank of 
Ireland, shows an increase of £1,273,000 as 
compared with the amount at the close of the 
preceding year. 

6th. That in December, 1904, there was an increase 
of £105,000 in the amount of Government 
Funds, India Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock, 
Guaranteed 2J per cent. Stock (Land Purchase 
Act, 1903), and War Stock on which dividends 
are payable at the Bank of Ireland, as com- 
pared with June of the same year, 
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7th. That in December, 1904, there was a decrease 
of £644,000 in the average amount of Bank 
Note circulation as compared with the circu- 
lation in the corresponding period of 1903. 

8th. That there was an increase of £338,000 ra- 
the Bank Note circulation in December, .1904, 
as compared with June of the same year. 

V. — Co-operative Credit Associations. 

Table VII. presents the statistics of the Co-opera- 
tive Credit Associations in Ireland for the year 1903.* 
The number of Societies registered has increased during 
the year 1903 from 145 to 201. The total number of 
Societies returned as working during 1903 amounts to 
142 as compared with 98 returned as working in 1902. 
The membership of the total number of Societies 
registered up to the end of 1903, has reached the 
number of 7,917 as compared with 6,611 in December, 
1902. The total loans granted during the year 1903 
amounted to £20,435 16s. id. as compared with £15,447 
2s. 2d. in 1902, an increase of £4,988 14s. 2d. The 
loan capital (which consists of (I) loans obtained from 
the Congested Districts Board, the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction and the Joint 
Stock Banks, and (2) deposits made by members of the 
Co-operative Credit Associations) has increased to 
£19,588 14s. 10 id., as compared with £13,956 10s. 9 d., 
an increase of £5,632 4s. 1 \d. The interest paid by the 
Co-operative Credit Associations on loans and deposits 
amounts to £563 8s. 6rf. The net profits for the year 
amount to £286 3s. Id., the balance of net profits 
carried forward from previous years amounting to 
£587 2s. 3 d.

The receipts of Irish Railways, week by week, for the 
year 1904 have been supplied to this Department by the 
authorities of the several Companies, and will be found 
tabulated in Table VIII., and compared with the receipts 
for the year 1903. This Table does not include the 
returns of the Light Railways of Ireland. 

A review of the weekly traffic returns shows that 
m 33 weeks the receipts exceeded those for the corres- 
ponding weeks of the year 1903, and in 19 weeks the 
receipts were below those for the corresponding periods, 
with the net result that the total receipts for the 52 weeks 
of the year 1904, amounted to £3,952,150 an increase 
of £16,154, or 0'4 per cent., as compared with the amount 
received in the preceding year. The total receipts for the 
year 1904 (52 weeks) were as above stated £3,952,150, 
as against £3,935,996 in 1903, £3,910,925 in 1902^ 
£3,677,679 in 1901, £3,681,018 in 1900, £3,600,293 in,’ 
1899, £3,493,389 in 1898, £3,442,036 in 1897, 

£3,387,409 in 1896, £3,368,282 in 1895, £3,303,739 
in 1894, £3,181,043 in 1893, £3,103,651 in 1892, and 
£3,147,458 in 1891, when the receipts were higher 
than those for any previous year. 

This Report includes a statistical record— Tables IX., 
.X., and XT. — -of Irish Railways (including Light 
Railways) for each year since 1874 which, so far as the 
figures go, gives a history of railway development in 
Ireland since that date. These figures are compiled from 
the annual statistical returns furnished by the several 
Railway Companies to the Board of Trade in accordance 
with the requirements of the Regulations of Railways 
Act, 1871.
